Peloneis accused Gilmartin of shirking 
his work and the latter resented the im- 
putation- by .saying his accuser was a 
successful imitator of Ananias.

Washington, Feb. 1 — [Special]— As 


the day for the vote on ratification - ap- 
proaches the friends of the peace treaty 
express greater confidence of success. 
The only element of weakness is a dis- 
position among a few to concede a. little 
to the opponents of the measure — con- 
senting to the adoption of a resolution 
declaring the future policy of the United 
States to be against . expansion of terri- 
tory. Such a resolution, however, would 
be stultifying, and is not favored by any 
considerable number of the 
supporters 


of the administration. It will "certainly 
not receive the president's sanction save 
as the dernier resort. One of the decla- 
rations proposed by the opponents, of 
the treaty is that the treaty does not 
commit the United States to any partic- 
ular policy for the Philippines. This is 
a. rather meaningless proposition, for it 
would be absolutely without effect on 
the plans of the. administration, jt 
might mislead some foreign govern 
ment, but on the whole it is believed it 
would be a harmless resolution. Yet 'it 
might lead to a misconstruction of pur 
foreign policy by some of the' powers, 
and possibly create trouble in the future. 
Because of this possibility the adminis- 
tration seeks to avoid the declaration,. 
preferring to be left free to act as events 
shall make it necessary to act.

provide himself witn several feet .of 
stout chain attached to. a hook that' 
looks like a small anchor. The fishline 
is stout rope about as thick as the littla 
finger. The hook is baited with a cbuuk 
of meat large enough to feed a small 
family, aud the rope lino, chain and. 
hook are then .dropped into the sea from 
the side of a -stout rowboat or fishing 
smack. Sometimes oil is thrown on the 
,water to 'attract the sharks. 
When a 


shark bites and finds that it is hooked, 
it swims away at a fearful speed. Then 
it is necessary to have many feet of rofie 
to pay out till the creature gets tired. 
When the shark is finally brought to 
the surface, it is killed by a rifle shot. 
It would be a blessing to coean bathers 
if all the sharks could be killed in this 
way.—Chicago Record.
